AUSTIN, May'a^.(/P>—The sen- 
ate state affaire committee to- 
day set a public hearing on the 
house approved omnibus tax bill 
for next- Tu£»day; at 2 p. m.

AUSTIN, May, 25-i(/P)-iThe*ouse 
of representatives approved today 
a bill previously passed by the sen- 
ate remitting state ad valorem 
taxes to counties for five years. 


The vote on final passage was 
85 to 53. 


The house amended the senate 
bill, however, to remit only one- 
half such taxes, and the measure 
must go back to the upper legisla- 
tive chamber for further action. 


Question as to whether the 85 
favorable votes were sufficient for 
final passage, or under the consti- 
tution two-thirds of the entire mem- 
bership was necessary, was raised 
and overruled by Speaker Emmett 
Morse of Houston. 


Morse said that was a point for 
the courts to interpret. 
Sponsor of the bill in the house, 
Rep. Howard Hartzog of Port La- 
vaca, estimated approximately $3,- 
750,000 taxes would be turned back 
to the counties, under the amended 
house measure. 
Remission of all the state ad va- 
lorem taxes, as advocated by the 
senate, would amount to about 57,- 
500,000, he said. 
Meanwhile, the senate, gripped 
in a filibuster against the. ''fair 
trade" act passed by the house 
weeks ago, suddenly adjourned un- 
til Monday. 
Mattress Industry 
In addition to approving a gen- 
eral tax remission, the house final- 
ly passed a senate bill licensing 
and regulating the mattress and 
bedding industry,, but because of 
amendments this bill also must re- 
turn to the senate.

POSITION FARMER NOT BETTER 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(fl>- 


The farmer, 
who 
contributed 


greatly to the republican upswing 
last fall, is not quite so well -off 
on tho 
agriculture 
department 
charts now as he was last year. 
His position on these charts 
had much to do with congresslon- 
al votes for the big benefit pay- 
nents which the senate added 
to 
the agriculture department appro- 
priation hill. - 
Politicians said the farmers' In- 
come bill is lower than the ex- 
perts contend It should be, and 
since the prices for what he has 
to sell still are out of line with 
those for what he buys, the fed- 
eral government 
should 
spend 
more to try to even things up. 
The appropriation bill as finally 
enacted probably will include up- 
ward of $300,000,000 more for the 
farmer that was set down in the 
annual budget. 
In view of the 


curt presidential reminder that 
congress had not provided the 
taxes with which to raise extra 
money spent for, the farmer, last 


year, some members were fearful 
he might veto the new bill. 
That fear ia dying away. The 


feeling among most members now 
is that Mr. Roosevelt will sign 
the measure, though perhaps with 
a frown and a few more words 
about taxes. 


The last agriculture department 
charts depict the farmer as Juat 
a little father from making both 
ends meet that he was at this 
time last year. The prices he got 
for farm products a year ago fell 
short exactly a fourth of 
adding 
up to the prices he had to pay for 
what he bought. This year, they 
lack one point more than they did 
last or an even 26 per cent. 


Beef and lambs are higher than 
a year ago, chickens are 
lower. 
The big four of the farm busi- 
ness—cotton, 
wheat, 
corn 
and 
hogs—are all lower. 
What they add up to politically 
promises to keep politicians run- 
ning gack and forth across the 
farm belt next year In such a 
campaign M the 
farmer 
rarely 
hoa Men.

PORTSMOUTH, N..H., May 25 —

when several men shouted to me 
from the rapidly filling after bat- 
tery, 


Whereupon I let the door slip 


back on Its hinges to allow O'Hasa,

Imme- 
diately I swung the door shut, and 
turned down the water tight screw 
and walked forward to join the 
rest of the crew. 


"t realize of course'that there

THEY QUIETLY AWAITED RESCUE

taut nerves cracking as trapped 
men in the

IVY IS TROUDLE80ME 


AUSTIN, May 
2B.—(Spl.)—The 


main trouble with Rhus toxlcoden- 
dorn, which Is blooming now, is 
that most of us do not recognize 


Not knowing this plant, 
many 


Texan s, particularly . those 
city 


folks who seldom go to the coun- 
try, may contract a severe case 
of skin poisoning If they are nol 
careful on picnics, camping and 
fishing trips. 


Warning that several cases of 


poisoning have been reported, al- 
ready this year, Dr. George W 
Cox, state health officer, describes 
Rhus toxlcodendron for the bene- 
fit of those not familiar -with It 
The plant has three leaves which 
are now green, and later become 
red or bright yellow. It grows 
on a low but erect plant, varying 
from several Inches-to three or 
four feet In 
height. The 
plant 


bears smooth, whitish, waxy ber- 
ries containing a stony se'ed. 


The easiest way you can dis- 


tinguish the plant Is by Its leaves 
Two of them are on short stalks 
and the third is on a longer one 
They are one to four inches long 
dark green on top and lighter un- 
derneath. The leaves also have 
notched margins,'

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., May 24.—W—Enacting prob- 


t sably the most dramatic rescue in the history of undersea 
Mcraft, fifteen men entombed for more than 29 hours 


aboard the sunken submarine Squalus were hauled to 
safety in a diving bell today and 17 others known to be 


a alive stepped close to free air and freedom. 


Against the names of 27 of their colleagues, however, 


were marked the terse words; 


"Little hope is held that they are alive." 
The first survivors reported these 27 men—including 


one officer—Ensign Joseph Patterson of Oklahoma City 
apparently had drowned or were crushed under the tons 
of water that flooded the after*part of the submarine, 
trapped under 240 feet of water since early yesterday. 


One of the first seven pulled into the sunlight today 


was an officer—Lieut. J. C. Nichols of Chicago—another 
was a civilian and the other five were enlisted men. 


Even as the diving bell fell 
rose, bringing others to safety, Lt. had been able to account for "only

CONSERVATION WORK 


AID TO BE GIVEN FARMERS 
WHO CONSERVE OR BUILD 


UP THEIR SOIL 


Additional governmental pay- 
ments for conservation work by 
Navarro county farmers was an- 
nounced for terracing, 
seeding 
legumes, establishing pastures and 
planting green manure and cover 
crops—that Is, practices which 
conserve or build up the soil. 


The AAA has placed approxl 
mately $59,000 for this purpose 
tho announcement from Donald 
D. Harvey, secretary of the county 
agricultural conservation commit- 
mlttce, said. This is the maximum 
that can be earned by farmers of 
this county by carrying out soil- 
building practices In 1939. 
Tho 


soil-building payment Is made in 
addition to tho regular conserva- 
tion payment for planting within 
acreage allotments, and Is separ- 
ate, also from the price adjust- 
ment, or parity payment. 
Secretary of the county commit- 
tee makes the following explana- 
tion of how the soil-building pay- 
ment Is earned: 
"A maximum soil- building al- 
lowance Is set up for each farm, 
and is figured as the sum of tho 
following Items: 
(1.) 50 cents per acre of crop- 
land in excess of the total soil- 
depleting allotment for the farm: 


(2) $1.50 per acre of commer- 
cial orchards on tho farm Janu- 
ary 1, 1939. 
(3) 2' cents per acre on non- 
crop open pasture land plus $1- 
per animal unit of grazing capa- 
city. 
In Terms of Units 
"Soil-building practices 
a r e 
.measured in terms of units. For 
example, construction of 200 linear 
feet of terrace qualifies as one 
unit of practice; seeding an acre 
of alfalfa counts as two units; an 
acre of green manure counts as 
one unit; and many other soil- 
building practices, such Informa- 
tion being available at the county 
AAA office. 
"The program provides for a 
long list of soil-building practices 
in Texas. However, not all of 
these are adaptable to Navarro 
county.

Radio reporting can serve 


the home with news bulle- 
tin's and eye descriptions of

general is not Ajery useful 
unless it comes in "prefer- 
red radio time," of which 
there is a severe limitation.

DY LARGE MARGIN 


OMNIBUS TAX¥LL ESTIMAT- 
ED TO RAISE $15,000,000; 


HELD BE SOLUTION 


AUSTIN, ~May 23.—(#)— 


By a huge m a r g i n , the 
house of representatives to- 
day 
finally approved an 


omnibus bill, estimated to 
raise $16,000,000 a year. 


The vote was 108 to 80. 
As the measure sped to- 
ward 
.senate consideration, pro- 
ponents cxultingly claimed it was 
the solution to the great problem 
of financing Texas' social security 
program. 


That problem was mad* more 
acute recently, the legislature lib- 
eralizing the old age assistance 
law extensively. 
Thousands 
of 
persons will bo added to pension 
rolls if the liberalization bill Is 
signed by Gov. \V. Lee O'Danlel 
and approved by the federal social 
security board. 
Opponents asserted the recep 
tlon which the omnibus bill would 
receive in the senate was very 
questionable because the senate 
long since has passed to the house 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment which would levy general 
retail sales, natural resource and 
service taxes. 
The plan to finance social se- 
curity costs by the constitutional 
amendment route has been re- 
jected four times by tha lower 
legislative branch. 


Wide Variety of Taxes. 
The bill levies a wide variety 


of taxes, Including higher ones 
on natural resources and a se- 
lective sales tnxxon so-called lux- 
uries such as furs, jewels and 
high-priced automobiles. 
The house began 
considering 
the bill yesterday and efforts to 
change its form as it came from 
a drafting committee were con- 
sistently repulsed. 
Leaders in the fight for the bill 
were bitter opponents both of a 
general retail sales tax and the 
constitutional amendment favored 
by the senate. 


Chief argument for the bill was 
It would provide sufficient addi-
